(Scientific American.) 
An entirely new field in telephony 
and telegraphy has been opened by 
the patents ju st granted 
to Major 
George Squ ier, of the United States 
Signal Corps, who, with remarkable 
generosity , has made his inv ention a 
gift to the pu blic. 
It is difficu lt to 
classify this new sy stem of commu ni­ 
cation. 
It is not ex actly wire tele­ 
phony , nor is it wireless 
telephony 
or telegraphy , bu t it occu pies a posi­ 
tion 
midway between, 
combining 
•many of the adv antages and elimina­ 
ting many of the disadv antages of 
each. 
In wire telephony we hav e one of 
the most delicate 
and 
economical 
u ses of commercial electricity the 
amou nt of cu rrent employ ed being 
astonishingly small bu t the v ery deli­ 
cacy of the sy stem makes is impossi­ 
ble to transmit a message to any con­ 
siderable distance withou t loading the 
line with Pu pin coils. Wireless tele­ 
graphy on the other hand is absu rdly 
wastefu l of electrical energy « . 
It is 
like\sing a blu nderbu ss 
to kill 
a 
gnat. In order to send a message 
across the Atlantic we mu st create a 
tremendou s distu rbance in the ether 
onou r 
side of 
the 
water, 
u sing 
many horse-power in electrical en­ 
ergy to start a set of 
wav es 
that 
spread ou t with equ al intensity in all 
directions, to the north, to the west, 
and the sou th, as well as 
eastward 
across the water, and by the time 
they do reach the other side, it re­ 
qu ires the most delicate of instru ­ 
ments to detect them and transform 
them into sou nd wav es barely within 
the limits of au dibility . 
Of cou rse, 
this defect of 
wireless 
telegraphy 
was recognized long ago , and 
a t­ 
tempts to direct the cou rse of the 
wav es only toward the receiv ing sta­ 
tion for which they were 
intended 
hav e been made, bu t with compara­ 
tiv ely little su ccess. 
It is difficu lt to foretell ju st what

It seems remarkable that 
electro-magnetic wav es may be em­ 
ploy ed within the cables of a tele­ 
phone sy stem, bu t Major Squ ier has 
fou nd that the oscillations appear to 
be confined in the infinitesimal lay er 
of ether separating the wires of a 
twisted paper-insu lated pair of tele­ 
phone condu ctors. 
The commercial 
posibilities of this high-frequ ency 
line telephony 
appear to be v ery 
promising indeed, and we owe Major 
Squ ier a large debt of gratitu de for 
placing this fu ndamentally new mode 
of telephony absolu tely at the dis­ 
posal of the pu blic withou t the ex ac­ 
tion of rov altv or license.

P ittsbu rg, Jan. 31.—Wi*en her ward, 
Miss M argaret Shipley , failed to be 
m iracu lou sly cu red from blindness last 
night, Mrs. C. S. H alderm an said: 
“The dev il is fighting against her.” 
F or eight day s the girl had been fast­ 
ing, and while in a trance-like state 
she had declared again and again that 
she wou ld receiv o her sight last ev en­ 
ing and« wou ld be the new sav ior and 
fou nder of a chu rch which wou ld con­ 
qu er the world. 
Prom ptly at 
6 o’clock, the hou r 
schedu led for the 
m iracle, the girl 
staggered from her cou ch in the Mc­ 
K eesport hom e of Mrs. H alderm an and 
walked into the room w here Mrs. H al­ 
derm an and other followers of the girl 
w ere pray ing. 
N ew spaper men were 
present. 
The girl wore the look of the chron­ 
ic blind, and It was easily seen that 
she had not recov ered her sight. The 
blind girl was weak and sank into 
a 
chair. 
W hile the disciples caressed 
her they ex plained tha t the dev il had 
interv ened 
and had 
prev ented 
the 
w orking of the m iracle. 
“Bu t he will not prev ail,” they said, 
confidently . 
“W ithin 
tw enty -fou r 
hou rs M argaret will hav e receiv ed her 
sight and she will then preach the new 
gospel to the w orld.” 
O u tside the hou se a crowod of 5 00 
persons had gathered. A few believ ed 
in the girl, bu t nearly all w ere scoffing. 
W hen the sou nd of lou d pray ing was 
heard in the hou se, the crowd was 
qu iet, and it was w hispered tha t the 
m iracle had come to pass. 
Then the 
disciples appeared in the door and ex ­ 
plained that the interv ention of the 
dev il had postponed the m iracle and 
it wou ld take place tonight. 
The 
crowd dispersed qu ietly . 
All night the disciples pray ed ov er 
the alm ost inanim ate form of the Ship­ 
ley girl, who had again taken to her 
o o uch. Sev eral “rev elations” w ere re­ 
ceiv ed by the girl, say her disciples.

And This Ro ad Stands to Be Fined a 
Ro und $ 100,000. 
W ashingto n, Jan. 31.—The inter* 
state co mmerce co mmissio n has been 
adv is» d by the United States atto rney 
at New Orleans o f the first co nvictio n 
since th€ amended railrba l act went 
into effect in 19 06, o f a carrier fo r 
charging mo re than the published rate. 
The case is that o f the co mmissio n 
against the Tex as and Pacific railway 
co mpany . 
The co mpany was fo und 
guilty o n five co unts in the district 
co urt fo r the eastern district o f Lo u­ 
isiana. Under the act the railway can 
be fined a max imum o f $100,000, o r 
$20,000 fo r each co unt, but o fficials be­ 
lieve that the co urt will assess the 
minimum o f 
$1,000 o n each co unt, 
$5,000 in all.

When desiro us o f inspiring his 
fo llo wers with co urage he breathed 
flames and sparks fro m his mo uth. 
In o rder to acco mplish this feat Eu­ 
nus pierced a 
nutshell at bo th ends, 
and, having tilled it with so me burn 
ing substance, he put it in his mo uth 
and breathed thro ugh it. 
The same 
trick is perfo rm&l to day in a mo re 
appro ved manner. The perfo rm er ro lls 
so me flax o r hemp into a ball abo ut 
the size o f a walnut, which he lets 
burn until it is nearly co nsumed. 
Then he ro lis aro und it mo re flax 
while it is still burning. 
By this 
means the fire is retained in the ball 
fo r a lo ng time. 
He slips this ball 
into his 
mo uth 
unperceived 
and 
breathes thro ugh it. 
His breath re­ 
vives the fire, and he sustains no in­ 
jury so lo ng as he inhales o nly thro ugh 
his no strils. 
Vario us theo ries hav e been advanced 
to acco unt fo r o ther feats o f this so rt 
perfo rmed by the ancients. 
An o ld 
o rdeal w as the ho lding o f a redho t 
iro n by the accused, who was no t 
burned if he were inno cent. Pro bably 
so me pro tectiv e paste w*as used o n the 
hands. 
The 
peculiar 
pro perty 
o f 
mineral salts, such as alum, in pro ­ 
tecting articles o f dress fro m fire has 
lo ng been kno wn. 
An o ld Milanese 
dev ised a co stume co nsisting o f a 
clo th co v ering fo r the bo dy which had 
been steeped In alum. 
A metallic 
dress o f wire g auze was added to this, 
and thus pro tected a man mig ht walk 
o n ho t iro n.—Harper's.

W ashington, Jan. 31.—A b ill creat­ 
ing a perm anent tariff b oard was 
passed b y the house of representativ es 
at midnight after nine hours of wrang­ 
ling.

Taft, in the presen ce of 300 memb ers 
ef the Ohio Society of W ashington and 
their guests ast a McKinley memorial 
dinner here last night, av owed himself 
the lega+ee of McKinley’s policy of 
reciprocity expressed in the m artyred 
president’s last pub lic speech at Buf­ 
falo. 
“I am proud,” exclaimed Mr. Taft, 
"as a » on of Ohk>, to b ring forward 
for approv al and effectiv e action a 
m easure carrying out the policy which 
he proclaimed and made his own at 
the vacme of his great career.” 
To those who heard the president’s 
speech the conclusion was inev itab le 
that Mr. Taft had squarely put up to 
his party’s representativ es in congress 
the responsib ility in dealing with the 
Canadian reciprocity agreem ent of ac­ 
cepting or rejecting the last great 
pub lic policy b equeathed to them b y 
President McKinley.

Indianapolis, Jan. 31.—The indefinite 
postponement of the measure for mu­ 
nicipal suffrage for women is b eing 
urged b y Senator Gav it of Lake coun­ 
ty, who is considering the m atter of 
presenting a minority report. He is not 
in fav or of the b ill. 
Senator Royse, 
chairman of the judiciary A commit­ 
tee, says he b eliev es the b ill should b e 
reported fav orab ly, and he will make 
an effort to ob tain the consent of all 
the memb ers of the committee to al­ 
low it to b e reported fav orab ly without 
a minority report. 
The Proctor platform option amend­ 
m ent b ill yet awaits the signature of 
Gov ernor Marshall. The delay in mak­ 
ing the b ill a law is said to b e due to 
the poor penmanship of the clerk who 
enrolled it, more than twenty errors 
hav ing b een discov ered. 
Senator Wood’s b ill prov iding for 
monthly settlem ents with the city 
controller b y the treasurer in cities 
where the city treasurer and county 
treasurer are the same. wras passed 
with an amendment making tfie b ill 
apply to school cities and school towns 
as well as to the municipal funds 
proper. 


For Railroad Employes. 


A measure for a full railway switch­ 
ing crew, consisting of one engineer, 
one fireman, one foreman and two 
helpers, was passed. 
Senator Clark, 
who introduced the hill, offered an 
amendment which would perm it any 
railroad man to act as switchman, 
which was adopted. 
Another amend­ 
ment which was aimed to exempt pri­ 
v ate corporations from maintaining 
the full crews in the priv ate yards, 
was offered b y Senator Netterv ille. 
Before the amendment wras v oted on it 
was changed so as to exempt only 
those corporations which hav e less 
than fiv e miles of trackage. 
The 
amendment was adopted. 
Representativ e McKennan has re­ 
ceiv ed from the railroad employes of 
the state a petition addressed to the 
legislators, asking them to v ote for the 
b ill which prov ides for larger cab ooses 
on freight trains. 
The petition also 
asks that the legislature pass th® b ill 
prov iding for a b oiler inspector. 
The 
petition is signed b y legislativ e rep­ 
resentativ es of the railroad men’s four 
organizations. 


Peo pie to Appro v e Ordinance*. 


Senator 
Grub e’s 
referendum 
b ill, 
which failed to pass owing to the 
lack of a quorum, is limited to ref­ 
erendum 
concerning franchises 
re­ 
quested from cities or towns b y pub lic 
serv ice corporations. 
The b ill prov ides that no ordinance 
granting a franchises or franchises 
passed b y the city council of any city 
or tow n b oard of any town in this state 
shall go into effect b efore thirty days 
from the time of its final passage and 
approv al, and if /within tb e thirty days 
a petition signed b y the electors of the 
city or town equal in numb er to at 
least 15 per cent of the entire v ote 
cast for all pandidates at the last pre­ 
ceding general election at which city 
and town officers were elected, pro­ 
testing against the passage of such an 
ordinance, b e presented to the council 
or b oard the ordinance shall thereupon 
b e suspended from going into opera­ 
tion. 
If the petition is found to contain 
the name? of a sufficient numb er of 
j v oters, the b ill prov ides that the coun- 
| cil or b oard shall reconsider the ordi­ 
nance, and that f the ordinance is ap­ 
prov ed the second time, the v oters 
shall hav e the opportunity to v ote on 
the ordinance at the next general elec­ 
tion or at a special election. 


Div o rce Law Amerliment. 


The house judiciary committee has 
b een asked to hold a pub lic hearing on 
the b ill introduced b y Representativ e 
Grieger, concerning court procedure 
in div orce suits where the defendant 
Is insane, and will hold such a m eet­ 
ing b efore passing on the measure. 
The b ill wras sent to Mr. Grieger, he 
said, b y an attorney, 'who requested 
that he introduce it. 
The b ill prov ides that either a hus­ 
b and or a wife may petition for di­ 
v orce when the other has b een insane 
for more than fifteen years, b ut the 
court is not compelled under its pro­ 
v isions to grant such div orce if it is 
shown that such decree would work a 
hardship^on the defendant or the de­ 
fendant’s relativ es. 
When the peti­ 
tioner 4s the husb and, prov isions are, 
made for alimony to b e paid the de­ 
fendant during her natural life. 
In 
the ev ent of such div orce to either 
husb and or wife the property of the 
defendant is to remain in possession 
of the defendant or the defendant’s 
guardians. 
The right is giv en the pe­ 
titioner to sub poena the o fficials in 
charge of any hospital or other 
insti­ 
tution where the defendant 
may be 
incarcerated to sho w the actual men­ 
tal co nditio n o f the defendant.
